REPORT OF A BoArDp oF Visirors.—The
Snnitary Committee of the Board ot Hlealth made
o specal visit on Baturday to Martinsville, in
the extreme southern end of Philadelphia,
The following is thelr report made to the Bourd
yesterdayi—The Commitice, atter referring to
the condition ‘of atfairs in the vicinity ot the
Navy Yard, say that there vs another cause for
the bad mir affecting the ¢ mfort of the Navy
Yard officers, and often driving the crew 1rom
the upper deck ol the veswsols anchored m the
nyer—an offepsive and =-ickening odor, which
your Commivtes inbaled s mile belore they
reached the rource of ita emanntion, This way
the hog-pens at Murting:ille, nearly half a mile
below the built-up portion of the eity.

Your Committee vislted this infeoted disteiet,
located on the meadows, on the Poinkhouse
road, & most desolute and tithy veighborhood,
aud altogether unsnited for Iumilylm-.; and nothing
has saved them Irom the influence of the dirt
they lve Inbut & pure atmosphere that comes
nwvt’ﬂtng over the rich mendows In the vicinity,

This settlement contalns o population of about
sixty poor {amiiies of the very lowest desorip-
tion in morals, and every fumily having another
family of hogs, with scarcely an exception,
containing from five to twenty-five in number,
wallowing in extreme flth, while their vards
and other surroundings are not only heaped up
with hog and howree manure, but the ground
Is spotted with puddles of offensive mud sod
filthy water, and having hogsheade of putrefy-
ing kitchen garbage, collecied throughout the
city by their slop-carts,

No description we con furnish will convey nn
adequate iden of the footid stmosphere we were
breathing, of the number of hogs, their tlth
the unusual quantity of dirt and rubbish and
other refuse in the yards, the full and fonl
privies, the utter want oi drainage, the condl
tlon of the houses nud their occupants, hatf-
civilized, and half human beings, living in igno-
rance and wretchedness, with a diteh of stag-
nant water on elther vide, and the whole ccttle-
mentsubject to an overtlow during the spring
tides,

It wus a task of no small danger to visit this

lace, to brave the risk of fever and other in-
rnrlen to health, and come in contnet with men
and women lyvingin such squulid wretched-
ness, The cholera bl prcce!lcd us, wnd had
carried off & number of the inhabitants, and
we found 1n two houses & man and woman in
the collapeed stage of the disease, dying; aund
should no samitary reliet come to their assist-
ance, this malignant disease will soon wipe out
the settlement,

Your Committee belleve there is ne other
remedy for putting a stop 1o this disesse in this
ill-fated town thay to remove the hogs and the
other fohabltants, disinfcol the pluce, and
board It up until cold weather, and betore they
return have it thorouguly clenpsed and disin-
fected,

But the idea oceurred, what wonld become of
the kitchen garbage removed by these tilth
gutherers throughout the lower digtrict of our
city? In the .hn thesa people are, wolated
from any other population; but while they re-
main there, & remedy may be atforded—ns 1t
was thought best to remove the manure, cleinse
and diginiect the entire fettiement from time to
time, watching caretully the premises duoring
the hot months, ns the only and best remedy
that could be devised under the cirenmstunces,
In furtherance of this suggestion, your com-
mittee ordered disinfectants to be employed at
once, and continued untll the Board could take
inrther action in the case,
